The Rev. Dr. Horton propose a 


plan for adding certain denon ina- 
tionai features to the existing scl ome 
of 
university edncatio/i now sup- 


port)" 1 by the Mtate. Speakir.g as a 
Presbyterian, he does not propose 
that the State shall pa.? the coi t of 
the maintenance of u college teach- 
ing the doctrines of that dcnon ina- 
tioii, but. that some institution of this 
sort Khali be endowed by private mu- 
nificence and recognized by thet'iate 
as an integral part of tho I'niveisity. 
The students of such a college would 
takt the regular courses of the Uni- 
versity, except that of mental and 
moral philosophy, which would be 
specially supplied, as would ats i be 
the religious instruction net now 
given by the I'niversity. Ur. Hor- 
ton has always regarded with ^ rave 
suspicion the present professi r of 
mental and moral philosophy at the 
State University. From tho point of 
view of a teacher of religion hi re- 
gards Dr. Ilowisou as a black si eep, 
and he blames 1'r. Sttbbins fo • in- 
troducing tbe professor to the Univer- 
sity fold. Thus in expounding bis 
plan be says: 


it is an open secret that wlier de- 


nominational plants were merged into 
tUe Stnte 1'uiversity, it was not the light 
by the founders of those plants thf ttht 
divorce between themselves and the 
I' mversity would be so complete that 
the product of their prayers and ii bora 
would bo separated from them by E gulf 
Impassuble.

ENGINEERS' REPORT. 


The Honorable Hoard of Public I 'ork.< if the City of Oakland : 


CiENTi.EMKN : In accordance w th your instructions, we have carefully inves- 


tigated the following subjects, vi : Firs:, A general system of main and inter- 
cepting sewers for the entire c ty ; second, the proposed boulevard 
around 


Lake Merritt; third, the proposec paik in West Oakland ; and fourth, the con- 
templated improvement of the N n'th Ann of the Estuary of San Antonio; and 
now beg leave to submit our n port, together with plans, specifications, and 
estimates of cost of the works, a id such suggestions and recommendations as 
appeared to us useful and proper in the premises. 


\Ve have prepared an accurate map of the entire city, extending from Fruit
